The following letter was received 
the past week by Mrs. C. C. Lewis 
from her brother, Julian Gibbon, of 
the Signal Corps, in France: 
June 24,191 8. 
Dear Sister: 
I wrote to you several weeks ago, 
but it has been quiet a while since T 
have heard from you. 
By the time 
you get this I will have been gone 
over a year. 
When I think of it as 
being in thine Army, it does not seem 
that long, but when I think of when 
of when I left home, it seems that it 
was several years ago. 
Don’t think 
from that though, that I ani home­ 
sick. 
I don’t think I have seen any­ 
one over here who was. 
We have 
been around that whenever we hap­ 
pen 
to spend the 
night, we call it 
home. 
I don't think that you would 
like it here, as it never gets hot. 
It 
it nice and pleasant during the day 
and the nights are cool; 
it doesn t 
look like the sum lifers I am used to. 
and before we know it, it is goitm to 
be winter again. 
I am very comfortable though all j 
the time, as I always pick out a good 
place to stay. 
Have been having an j 
extra good time, and have met sortie 
very nice people. 
When I was in Paris a friend of 
mine took me out to dinner with a 
French family and they were very 
nice to us. 
That is 
sure 
a 
great 
place; will 
have 
lots to tell 
you 
when I get back. 
I was just about 
broke when I was there, but it does 
not cost anything to look. 
Ill you 
are reading the papers I guess you 
know what we have been doing to 
the Germans. 
I say “ we” ; 
I have 
not been doing any of it myself, but 
I am always there making pictures 
of the rest e£ them doing it. 
I get to 
go whereever I want to, and of course 
get to see it all. 
I have a clipping 
from a paper of our first time up; 
will send it in another letter soon. 
War is not what I thought it was. 
I had rather be up here than in camp 
back home. 
I have none of the hard­ 
ships I always thought a soldier had 
at the front. 
I drive around in my 
Henry, making pictures of everything 
I see, covering about 
one 
hundred 
miles per day; 
have fine roads to 
drive on; all the roads are graded, 
and on each side about every fifteen 
feet is a beg tree, and they overlap 
the road, which makes it very beau­ 
tiful. 
Some days you would 
not 
know 
there was a war going on, but no out* 
seems to like that much, everyone 
wants to be fighting. 
What I enjoy 
most of all is the air battles; sure 
gives you a thrill to see a Dutchman 
take a tumble. 
Send me the Fort Worth 
papers 
once in awhile, and write as often as 
you can.

LET US EAT POTATOES. 


Someone is originating a new way 
of serving potatoes almost every day. 
They are the stand­ 
by for all occasions 
and for ail meals, 
this 
season. 
Be­

Because of (lie high cod and 
scarcity of animal fats, deep frying 
is not so popular as formerly, neither 
is sauteing, for both methods take fat. 
Vegetable fats are still . n the list of 
admissable fats and they make most 
satisfactory ones to u s e in various 
ways; they are not very expensive and 
are common in the market. Corn oil, 
olive oil, and many of tin* cottonseed 
products are all good. 
Potato Patties.—Select potatoes of 
I uniform size, pare, cut <>IT a slice then 
hollow out to make cups. Let stand 
In cold water till time to prepare, 
then wipe dry and fry in deep fat. 
The shell should cook tender in eight 
to ten minutes. Drain on tissue paper 
in the oven door; sprinkle inside with 
salt. 
Use these' shells to hold creamed 
peas, sweetbreads or any other desired 
creamed dish. Creamed fish or chick­ 
en are especially good and the shell is 
eaten with its contents. 
Yellowstone Potatoes.—Select large, 
smooth potatoes; scrub well and bake 
until done. Make two cuts In the form 
of a cross on the top of each; take up 
with a towel and crush to loosen the 
potato and let out the steam. 
Set on 
a hot napkin on a hot plate. 
Place a 
generous piece of butter In the opening 
and fleck with paprika. 
Oak HUI Potatoes.—Cut five hard- 
cooked eggs and five cooked potatoes 
Into slices a quarter of an Inch in 
thickness. 
Make a sauce of four ta­ 
blespoonfuls each of sweet fat and 
flour, half a teaspoonful of salt, a 
fourth of a teaspoonful of paprika, 
and two cupfuls of good milk. In the 
bottom put a layer of potatoes and cov­ 
er each layer until all are used with a 
layer of the sauce. Cover the top with 
the sauce and finish the top with a 
cupful of buttered crumbs. Set in the 
oven to brown. 
Serve very hot.

NOVEL STAIR IDEA 


Designed for Use Where Space Is 
Limited. 


Should Be Especially Valuable In City 
Tenement Houses and on Pas­ 
sage Ways Leading to 
Basements. 


It often happens in planning a house 
that the architect is confronted with 
the impossibility of accommodating a 
staircase in a narrow space. 
It is 
easy enough to lead the narrow stairs 
down, from one floor to the next, but 
when the landing can be no wider 
than the stairway he is at a loss to 
carry the stairs any further. No such 
difficulties present themselves where 
there is plenty of room and stairs 
can be made to turn around a cen­ 
tral opening or can be placed one 
hight over another with a landing 
alongside of each floor. 
To solve the difficulty of narrow 
space for the staircase William F. 
Rodgers of St. Louis conceived the 
idea of making a door right in the 
stairs, these to lift on a hinge so 
as to op n a way to the flight below.
